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Former e/Don editors addressRSCCD Board

Emotions ran high at the 
Rancho Santiago Board of 
Trustees’ regularly scheduled 
meeting March 8 as former el Don 
editors Dave Cooper and Pete 
Maddox addressed the Board 
during the public’s presentation 
segment. 

Cooper, who resigned from the 
staff of el Don Feb. 26, began his 
address to the Board by saying, 
“T've come before you tonight with 
a problem, though I don’t know 
why.” 

Explaining to the Trustees that 
he received credit for a class he 
didn’t attend, Cooper admitted, 
“Time and time again in my five

semesters at this school, teachers 
have come up to me and asked if I 
would fill out an add slip for their 
class, so they would have the 
required 15 needed to prevent the 
cancellation of the class. 

“It seemed so harmless at the 
time,” Cooper continued, “so I did 
indeed help them out. I never had 
any intentions of attending the 
classes and the instructors knew 
that.” 

Cooper’s report card clearly 
shows three units of credit for a 
class he said he never attended. 

Stating that “honesty got the 
best of me,” Cooper claims he 
took the grade document to the 
Admissions Office and that a 
woman working there, “after 
photocopying my report card,” 
said, “the school would have to get 
back to me because there were ‘so 
many of these things that they 
can’t check them all out at once.’” 

Board President Hector 
Godinez was visibly upset when he 
questioned Cooper about his 
signing an add slip for a class he 
had no intentions of taking. 

When Cooper replied that he 
had done so “innocently,” 
Godinez said, “You did it as 
innocently as a cobra putting upits 
head with its fangs out.” 

Board member Rudy Montejano 
told Cooper, “I’m sorry for you,” 
and Cooper then asked, “Aren’t 
you sorry for your faculty? Aren’t 
you sorry for the school?” 

Montejano replied, “I’m sorry 
for you. I'll take care of the faculty 
tomorrow; I’m sorry for you now.” 

Trustee Carol Enos later 
suggested to Cooper that “there 
are other avenues besides the 
Admissions who would check 
this out,” she continued, “and | 
would appreciate it if those 
avenues would be explored before 
coming to the Board meeting.” 

Cooper, in his presentation to 
the Trustees, also discussed 
allegations of illegal recruiting and 
the giving of free grades within the 
Athletic Department that were 
brought before the Board by 
Maddox in September. 

The former editor also talked 
about his frustrated feelings on the 
Dec. 7 Board meeting where he, 
Maddox and other students, along 
with some faculty members, 
addressed the Board on these 


allegations and the alleged 
censorship of el Don. 

The Board committee, formed 
to investigate the purported 
recruiting problems, made public 
at that same meeting its findings 
and recommendations along with 
the faculty subcommittee that also 
looked into the grade charges. 

The trustees approved the two 
committees’ reports, and the only 
formal action taken was the 
reprimanding of two football 
coaches for meeting with potential 
players out of the state. 

(el Don is withholding some 
statements made by Cooper, 
Maddox and certain Board 
members concerning the athletic 
issue because they are potentially 
libelous. To ensure fairness to all 
sides, these comments are being 
checked with legal counsel.) 

After Cooper’s discussion with 
the Board was completed, 
Maddox then took his turn. 

“Dave just found out how it feels 
to bring a problem before the 
Board,” he began his presentation. 
“It’s real tough, but he’ll survive it 
because it goes away eventually. 
You learn to live with it.” 

Maddox then went on to 
address the findings of the Board 
committee concerning the athletic 
allegations. “This is a finding by 
your Board committee; this is the 
report accepted by the Board.” 

He then read from that Dec. 7 
report. “Many add slips are filed by 
instructors or other students and 
are signed by people (faculty, 
friends, etc.) other than the 
student attending the class.” 

“That,” stated Maddox, “is a 
willful misuse of school records. |

With the acceptance of Tim Mills’ request for

Relating it to Cooper’s 
statements, he continued reading 
the report. “This practice causes 
no damage to the student because 
it simply makes him eligible to 
attend class, and he will be 
dropped from any class which he 
persistently does not attend. 
Whether this common practice 
should be changed is a separate 
question.” 

Maddox then claimed, “You 
brushed that aside.” He also 
stated that he felt the Board 
should “attend to the problem” 
brought before it by Cooper. 

After Cooper and. Maddox 
returned to their seats in the 
audience, the Board turned its 
attention to various discussion 
items on the docket, one of which 
was curriculum changes for the 
1982-83 school year. 

Some questions had been raised 
by certain Board members at the 
Feb. 21 meeting concerning the 
approval of such classes as 
Advanced Rope Jumping (P.E. 
144). At that time, the Trustees felt 
that perhaps a closer look needed 
to be taken dealing with 
curriculum since the Board had 
recently decided to discontinue 
the Auto Body Program at the 
Maywood facility. 

This same question was again 
raised by Board member Mike 
Ortell, who seemed to feel that 
these classes were not as relevant. 

After some discussion, 
however, the P.E. classes were 
approved by a majority, with 
Ortell’s being the only “nay” vote. 

One Board member, John

Mills says he hopes the position will be filled by 
someone already on the coaching staff.

Controversy evolves from 
creation science program

A creation science lecture given 
March 4 by Dr. Robert Kofahl has 
stirred up concern among many of 
the school’s life science 
instructors. 

“One of the problems we had 
was the only advance notification 
we (received about the program) 
was an article in the el Don,” 
explained Richard Bates, an 
Environmental Studies teacher. 

About 200 people attended all or 
part of the lecture and subsequent 
question/answer period. 

Kofahl, the science coordinator 
for the Creation-Science Research 
Center in San Diego, presented 
his model of creation and 
compared it with an evolutionary 
model. 

Creation science is based on a 


literal interpretation of Biblical 
accounts of creation and human 
history in the book of Genesis. 

One of the issues discussed 
during the presentation was the 
age of the earth andits relationship 
with human origins. 

According to Kofahl’s model, 
the formation of the Grand 
Canyon in Arizona occurred 
rather quickly. A natural dam at 
the north end of the canyon broke, 
he said, releasing a torrent of 
water which formed it almost 
immediately. 

Geologists say the canyon was 
formed only after thousands of 
years of erosion from the 
Colorado River. 

“I just can’t accept (his opinion on 
that),” Bates observed, “it is just 
absurd.” 

“He (Kofahl) is not a geologist,” 
Economics instructor Brian 


Harmon said. “He doesn’t know 
how old the world is. 

“Besides,” he continued, “the 
evidence to how old the world is, is 
the weakest part (of the 
argument). 

“But the stuff he did know 
about, they didn’t question him 
on,” Harmon concluded. 

Steve Rossitto, the president of 
the Collegiate Christians who 
sponsored the program, said that 
he is planning another lecture or 
possibly a debate on the issue. 

“The students received a lot of 
information they have never heard 
of before,” he said. Another 
lecture, he said would enhance 
what they learned from Kofahl. 

Bates said that he would prefer a 
discussion on the issue rather than 
a debate. “Not much is raised by 
debates,” he said, “except 
tensions.” 
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Vidal voices despair over 
the ‘State of the Union’

Phillips Hall was filled with 
laughter at the wit, silence at the 
insight and despair at the grim 
State of the Union as told by 
Gore Vidal Friday night. 

First, Vidal spoke of his meeting 
SAC’s known instructor, State 
Senator John Schmitz. He claimed 
to have met the senator backstage 
where, as Vidal touted, they “sat 
around and stitched a few hoods.” 

The jokes continued, but they 
led to the serious message he 
wished to relate. He referred to El 
Salvador as the new location of the 
“Enemy of the Month Club has 
selected for us.” With this he 
explained the grave problems he 
sees with our government in the 
State of the Union speech. 

The speaker claimed that the 
U.S. has something very wrong. It 
is a one-party political system. 
Under this system, according to 
Vidal, there are the two factions. 
These two divisions are Democrat 
and Republican. But they are 
basically the same, therefore we 
have no real politics. 

Vidal went on to define the one- 
party system’s current policies 


which he sees as developing with 
the onset of World War II. 

The government discovered 
war was good for the economy. 
The problem, according to Vidal, 
was everyone assumed the war 
industries would shift over to 
peacetime. This transition did not 
occur. 

According to Vidal, financial 
entities decided that a warfare 
manufacturing State would be 
more powerful than a commerical 
entity. 

He disagrees with what, in his 
view, is the U.S. garrison 
structure. “We don’t have the 
intelligence, wealth or numbers to 
dominate the world,” retorted 
Vidal. 

He first would like to change the 
attitude of government toward war 
as a profit-gaining tactic. “The Bel 
Air crusaders are looking for a 
war” Vidal said of President 
Reagan and his associates. 

For an explanation of Reagan’s 
warlike attitude, Vidal offered, 
“War and the preparation for war 
is good for the people who have 
been supporting (Reagan) for 17 
years. 

Vidal, who announced his bid 
for the U.S. Senate Monday, had 


many ideas for changes in the 
country. 

The Senate hopeful called for an 
end to exorbitant military 
spending. According to Vidal, if 
the U.S. continues to spend $33.3 
billion on the military, it will lead to 
either ‘‘nuclear war or the 
economic crack-up of society.” 

The U.S. also must stop 
spending $83 billion a year for 
NATO. Vidal says the U.S. should 
maintain Air and Naval bases in 
Europe, at the request of the 
individual countries. If done, he 
claims it could cut the military 
budget by 25 percent. 

Vidal advocated a_ different 
military structure at home also. A 
small group of well-trained, well- 
paid technicians are needed. 

“A large land army is pointless 
we want to make agressive acts on 
aThird World country,” he said. 

The orator also claimed a 
peacetime draft runs contrary to 
everything the U.S. is supposed to 
represent. 

Another policy blasted by Vidal 
was the current paternalistic 
attitude of government. According 
to Vidal, 50 percent of all police 
work has to do with victimless 
crime. The high cost of keeping

offenders of these types in jail is, 
according to Vidal, unjustified. 
Vidal will run for Senate on the 
Democratic ticket. When asked 
why he was running as a Democrat 
if both parties are the same, Vidal 
stated he was comfortable with it 
because he had run on it before 


(for congress in 1960, from 29th 
District of New York). He also felt 
there were people in the party of 
like mind. 

For those whose opinions differ, 
Vidal said Reagan wanted an 
alternative, and the author feels 
that he is that alternative.

Art week ‘82 events 
off to a sound start

Art Week returned to SAC this week after a three-year absence. Lack 
of funding had been the primary reason for this, according to Art 


Department head Eugene Issacson. 


But if Monday evening’s attendance at the Richard Shaw lecture is any 
indication, Art Week should be back next year by popular demand. A 
crowd of 114 people filled room C-104 in the Humanities building to see 
Shaw’s slide lecture titled, Contemporary Ceramic Sculpture, which 


started at 7:30 p.m. 


Shaw’s work closely parallels his personality, which one member of 
the audience accurately described as, “whimsical.” Although he 
presented some slides of works by other artists, it was clearly the ones of 
his own work that the crowd enjoyed the most. His works ranged froma 
wood and plexiglass model of a restaurant booth, to a camouflaged 
ceramic tea set, to battle-ship-looking casserole dishes. There were 
more serene images, portraits of friends doing everyday things, that were 
highly detailed and which the crowd appreciated every bit as much. 


Tuesday afternoon’s event, aseries of films related to art, was also well 
attended. The first film, The Red Kite, tells the tale of a young married 
man who buys ared kite for his daughter. Briefly he questions the validity 
of his own life, until he takes the time to fly the kite with his child and 
comes to realize how simple things can be the most meaningful and 


joyful. 


The second, There is no Art, has an ironic title in that it'examines the 
teaching philosophy of former sister Corrita Kent, who once was an 
instructor at Immaculate Heart College and who now teaches the 
appreciation of art existing in our everyday surroundings. 


The Joseph Kaffael workshop on Wednesday afternoon was filled very 
soon. Attendance for the formal reception and subsequent lecture, 
Conversations with Joseph Raffael, which took place later that 
evening, were heavily attended, mostly due to his prominence and 
popularity as one of the best artists in the nation today. 


Thursday afternoon’s film series featured Salvador Dali’s surrealistic 
film, Un ‘Chien Andalou, and another, Drawings from Nature with 


Edward Betts. 


Art Week ’82 began last Friday with the exhibit in the SAC art gallery 
of Raffael’s lithographs and will conclude this evening with a lecture by 
local artist Connie Zehr in room C-104 of the Humanities building at 7:30 
p.m. The presentation is titled, Matter as Fact and Metaphor.

In speculating on the final plans 
for the new site, Wenrich looked 
toward a realignment of Chapman 
Avenue and a total completion 
date around the year 2000.

A lone gas station attendant kicks back on a quiet 
Sunday afternoon, waiting and watching for 
customers to come rolling in. 

Two guys enter on foot and show hima gun. After 
flipping it open to prove that it’s loaded, they tell him 
to lie down in the back room. 

They loosely bind his hands behind his back, then 
take money from his wallet and from the cash 
register. 

There and gone in less than five minutes. 

Last year, 63 gas station hold-ups took place in the 
Santa Ana area. Since Jan. 1 of this year, 12 have 
occurred. 

Mark Kalamar, an 18-year-old diesel major here at

SAC (and gas station attendant), has been robbed 
twice, the second occurring exactly two weeks after 
the first. 

“They both happened in broad daylight, | couldn’t 
believe it,” remarked Kalamar about his experience. 
“You'd think they would do that kind of thing at 
night.” 

According to Santa Ana Police Detective Joe 
Easter, most crimes of that sort happen at closing 
time when attendants and clerks are working alone. 
“It’s the nature of the beast, so to speak,” he 
explained. 

Both incidents that affected Kalamar took place 
during the day -- oneon Feb. 14 at about 4:15 p.m., the 
other exactly two weeks later on Feb. 28 at 3 p.m. 

They bound his hands together during the first 
robbery. After having him lie down in the back room, 
Kalamar stated in a recent interview, “they didn’t tie 
me very good.” He reflected, “I think just enough to 
slow me down so I wouldn’t see their car.” 

The second time the attendant claims they placed 
him in the same area, but didn’t constrict him in any 
way. Both times he lay still for awhile before calling the 
authorities. 

“I was scared,” he expressed. “I laid there for about 
five minutes to make sure they were gone.” He said 
the police arrived promptly after his call. 

Detective Easter said that it is possible both crimes 
were committed by the same people, but he can’t be 
sure because during the second occurrence one man 
wore a ski mask. 

“The two guys that robbed him (Kalamar) I think 
are responsible for at least eight robberies in the past 
six weeks in that area,” the detective remarked. “It’s 
what one or two people can do to you.” 

Easter feels the reasons people will hold up a gas 
station are the same, “Generally,” he said, “60 to 70 
percent of the cases are people trying to support a 
drug habit.” 

There is a way, Easter thinks, to avoid armed 
robbery. However, people don’t want to do it. “A lot 
of times, if they would just pay attention. When they 
see somebody that doesn’t look right they should call 
the police,” he stated. “People won't do that because 
they’re embarrassed.” 

In order to avoid another robbery, Herb’s gas 
station is no longer open on Sundays. 

The lone attendant there, Mark Kalabar says that 
from now on “I’m going to keep even less money in 
the till. If they figure it’s not worth it then maybe they 
won't come back.”

“The state of California,” he 
said, “has to buy the building. And 
I don’t think they’re going to buy 
any building this year.” 


Wenrich further stated that he 
expected to have the campus 


partially opened, with “approxi- 
mately 30,00 square feet of class 
Space,” and instruction in, 
“general liberal and business arts . 

. nothing elaborate . . . over the 
next 20 years.” 


The discussion then went in the 
direction of revenues, with 
Wenrich stating that SAC gets 75 
percent of its money from the 
state, while 20 percent of the $36 
million budget comes from local 
taxes, and the rest comes from out 
of state tuition and other fees. 
Claimed Wenrich, “It use to come 
primarily from property taxes until 
Proposition 13. The property 
taxes left us and the state bailed us 
out.” 


When asked to comment on the 
possibility of charging _ tuition, 
Wenrich speculated, “If you pay 
some money up front, you have a 
commitment ,” but he added, “I'd 
hate to see us discouraging 
someone from training for a job 
because of a $50 tuition.”

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Board of Trustees 
tactics are doubted 


Recently the Rancho Santiago Community College District’s Board of 
Trustees voted to cancel the auto body program at the Maywood 
facility. 

The boara’s reason for cancelling the class has proven to be rather 
haphazard and inconsistent. The manner in which they made the 
decision is questionable, as well as their delay in addressing the problem. 


Confusion and chaos as to why the department was terminated is 
evident. 


Board member Shirley Ralston feels that thereason for cutting the 
program was that “‘basically it’s an isolated classroom.” 

Yet another member, Carol Enos, claimed that the reason was due to 
money. Sihe stated; “It’s not administration, it’s money, very sincere 
money--a result of the taxpayers not wanting to pay higher taxes.” 

Fine, that’s understandable. But why the contradiction? What is the 
real reason? 


President of SAC Bill Wenrich announced that the termination was 
due to a lack of supervision. That could be related to the isolation theory, 
but what does that have to do with sincere money? For that matter, 
what is sincere money? 


If the Board doesn’t have a clear understanding of why they have 
cancelled a program, then how can they legitimately and fairly get rid of 
it? 


Dean of Science and Technology Dean Strenger said that there is no 
room for the facility on campus. That’s evident. It hasn’t beenon campus 
since it was moved in May 1980, which brings up another rather fuzzy 
issue. 


‘The program hasn’t been operating properly or sufficiently since 
before 1980, when it was moved. 

Leon Strahan, auto body teacher, said that back in May 1980 the off- 
campus building the campus planned to provide for the program’s 90 
students was inadequate. He said that if OSHA, which is an 
organization that maintains auto body shop safety standards, inspected 
the building they would have shut down the facility. That was two years 
ago! 


And the condition hasn’t improved. Strahan has registered a number 
of complaints concerning lack of equipment. Some of the problems have 
been remedied, many have not. 


According to Enos, it would take half a million dollars to fix up the 
program. That’s quite a bit of money. It makes one wonder too. If the 
facility is in such poor condition, why has it been running for so long??? 
Why didn’t they get rid of it two years ago instead of wasting the 
taxpayers’ money by moving an-inadequate program to an insufficient 
facility? 


The Board’s method in making the decision should be questioned. 

The issue was first addressed by Vice President of Academic Affairs 
Richard Sneed. He recommended cancelling the program. Then Sneed 
and Strenger discussed it, after which Wenrich read Strahan’s letter in 
favor of keeping the program. He then stated that “some of these things 
aren’t necessarily true.” Lastly, the students were allowed to talk in 
favor of keeping it. 


It is believed that the Board took the administration’s side of the 
matter long before they listened to the student ¢ pleas. As one auto body 
student, Paul Giannetakis, put it: “They had their minds already made 
up... even before they came to the meeting.” 


The first opinion was the adminstration’s. By the time the students 
were heard, it seemed very likely that the Board had already decided. 
Perhaps a less hasty resolution should be made. As Doug Thornton, 
another auto body student, stated: “This is something that’s been 
around for 11 years, and! think it merits more thana one-night decision.” 


It also seems that the Board should get together on such important 
decisions. Perhaps a review of the cancellation should be called. Maybe 
all sides could be thoroughly viewed. Or at least the Board should 
consider re-establishing the badly needed program at the Orange 
campus now under construction.

With statistics indicafing that 
every third woman in today’s 
society will be sexually 
molested sometime during her 
lifetime, more and more people 
feel a need to learn techniques 
of self-defense and rape 
prevention. 

In fact, it is such an important 
issue that many concerned and 
attentive seniors returned for 
the second self-defense 
seminar sponsored by New 
Horizons this year. 

Lecturer Ravina Lewis, a 
SAC instructor in self-defense, 
encouraged her audience ta 
“be aware, be assertive and be

book),” the teacher continued. 
“Don’t be afraid to be rude, 
they (robbers and rapists) are 
not dumb, they dress like 
professional telephone and gas 
repair men and know what they 
are doing.”

The motivation behind 
International Awareness Day was 
more than a display of diverse 
cultures. The reasons for the day 


included the breakdown of 
communication barriers, and the 
understanding of different 
lifestyles and life experiences. 

The day, coordinated by the 
International Students Organiza- 
tion (ISO) and the Association of 
Latin American Students (ALAS) 
and sponsored by ASB, had many 
other clubs participating. All 
factions had different ideas about 
the day, but there was one unifying 
factor. Every participant 
expressed a hope for the future: to 
gain an understanding about each 
other. 

“We should have a day that we 
can put our ideas on the table for 
everyone to see,” said Ihab Jaser, 
president of ISO, who stressed 
educational benefits of such a day. 

A similar goal was expressed by 
Jorge Nanni, founder and 
president of ALAS. “We want 
Americans to see that we can be 
friends ...united as one... If all the 
races and countries work 
together, there would be no wars 
or fights because everyone would 
be friends.” Nanni stressed the 
need to break the wall of cultural 
alienation. 

This optimistic view of a day to 
unite all people through education 
of their different cultures was also 
expressed by Tu Le, commission- 


er of Vietnamese Students for 
ASB. “Vietnamese society is 
separate; we want to pull (them) 
together with the rest of society.” 

This feeling to unite the influx of 
international students was most 
enthusiastically expressed by 
Minh-Le Nguyen, president of the 
Vietnamese Club. “We want 
people to get close, get friendly 
with the Vietnamese community.” 

Nguyen and his club served 
their native food to familiarize 
others with the Vietnamese 


cuisine. They also gave hand-outs 
on Vietnamese culture and the 
phonetics of Vietnamese names. 
Nguyen said, “That helps a lot of 
instructors or students. When you 
meet a Vietnamese friend, it will 
help you pronounce his name 


correctly.” 

This attitude of meeting new 
friends was underlined by the 
participating club leaders when 
asked to express the possible 


_ gains of such an event. 


“Cultural differences make a 
gap between Indochinese and 
other cultures. Somebody has to 
stand in the middle and pull them 
together.” Commissioner Tu Le 
explained, “This day helps bridge 
this gap.” 

President Ihab Jaser hada more 
technical goal in mind for this day. 
“The main thing is we need more 
members.” There are 10 to 15 
active in his club, and he sees this 
event as a recruitment 
opportunity. Though this was his 
first priority, Jaser expressed a

hope for success on the personal 
level. 

“In Southern California (we) are 
more aware of different cultures, 
so it’s not mainly to clarify our 
culture, but to open more 
communication,” relayed Jaser. 

Kaveh Saffari, president of 
Minority Affairs, also expressed 
two goals of International 
Awareness Day. First, Saffari 
hoped the day would build much 
needed programs for foreign 
students. “I think the International 
Students don’t have any programs 
or activities devoted to them. If 
they feel that they are represented 
somehow, they will want to get 
involved in the politics of SAC.” 

This is especially relevent now, 
according to Saffari, because in 
the next six years a 100 percent 
increase is predicted in minority 
enrollment. 

Saffari not only sees a goal of 
involvement of the international 
student, but one of experience of 
all students. The day will make 
students think “what does it mean 
to be a Palestinian, a Salvadoran, 
an Iranian ...what does it mean to 
fight for freedom?” Saffari 
explained the international 
student has a different definition of 
freedom from the youth of 
Western society, and those 
definitions should be shared. 

ALAS President Nanni hoped to 
gain “a good experience for the 
future.” He explained that 


International Awareness Day will 
be held every year on the first 
Friday in March. “We plan to 
continue with this tradition we 
have started today, to renew the 
feelings of union and friendship,” 
he said. 

Jaser said the concept was 
developed a few years ago, but this 
is the first year his organization 
has actively participated. 

Saffari further explained that 
the day is not an historical date 
anywhere. “We came up with it to 
help non-international students to 
realize (the meaning of our 
cultures).” 

The new tradition for SAC 
began with many activities to 
involve the population. 


The library hosted an Art 
Display by Dr. Shifra Goldman, 
chair of the Art Department. It 
contained books about Chinese to 
Angker civilization. There were 
pictures of African, Indian, and 
other groups’ art decor and tools. 
The walls displayed colorful 
posters in French, Spanish and 
exotic languages of the world. 

The main daytime event was a 
noon concert, barbeque and 
speech organized so it was all one 
happening. 

The orator was Tonny Sayegh, 
a member of the Palestine Arab 
Fund. He discussed the current 
displacement of many _ indigent 
people in the Israeli occupied 
areas of the West Bank and Gaza 
Strip, which has been under 
military control since 1967.

Ghasemi’s view of the day’s 
purpose. The 24-year-old English 
major stated, “As a country, the 
Palestinian and Iranian people 
have many troubles now. 
Japanese and Americans are very 
happy and lucky because they 
don’t have serious problems. We 
should help them achieve the level 
of happiness we have.” 

Lenny Ross, a 21-year-old 
American, was enthusiastic about 
the day. The computer science 
‘major declared, “I think this is 
fantastic, I’m glad to see someone 
is trying to enhance international 
awareness, expecially in 
America.” 

Ross solemly added, “It seems 
that we Americans need a slap in 
the face ...as far as the fact there 
are people starving in the U.S. and 
that the world can feed nine billion 
people and there are only 4.5 
billion.” 

Ross again expressed hope by 
saying, “This day _ illustrates 
something can be done, 
something that I’ve always known, 
that people want to survive, and 
are starting to realize that their 
peace at home involves peace 
abroad.”

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‘Vice Squad: A movie 
to throw the book at

I've written a lot of reviews in the time I’ve spent on 
the el Don staff, but this one has got to be the 
toughest. 

I just went to see a cops and robbers flick called 
Vice Squad and even! don’t know how to write a 525- 
word variation on the theme of, this was a terrible 
movie. 

Let me put it this way, I usually judge a film by what 
is going through my mind as | leave the theatre. For 
instance, after I saw Galipoli, I left the movie house in 
tears, able to think of nothing but the tragic deaths | 
had just witnessed. After I saw Vice Squad, 
however, the only thing I could think of was: Why 
would anyone want to make such a terrible movie? 

I mean it, this movie was awful. The only aspect of it 
that was worth anything was the background music. 

The basically interesting, altogether 
Hitchcockesque plot was destroyed by the three evils 
of film makers: inane dialogue, bad acting and 
unimaginative direction. 

When it comes to the first vice of Vice Squad, that 
of inane dialogue walking hand in hand with a badly 
paced script, it must quickly be noted that it took 
three writers, Sandy Howard, Kenneth Peters and 
Robert Vincent O’Neil to come up with this muddled 
screenplay, proving once again that, at least in 
dramatic efforts, the more writers get involved, the 
more inferior the final product becomes. 

One thing this picture doesn’t have in short supply 
(although it does run short on a lot of commodities, 
including basic character motivation) is bad acting. 

Topping the list of banal performances is the one 


turned in by Season Hubley, as Princess, the 
proverbial hooker-with-a-heart-of-gold, who later 


‘becomes the proverbial damsel-in-distress. In case I 


forgot to mention it, this film also has a corner on the 
cliche market. 

For instance, there’s Wings Hauser, (of course, the 
famous actor Wings Hauser), whose performance as 
the demented, drug-crazed pimp can only be 
described as being ludicrous. I don’t know the first 
thing about the red light district of Hollywood after 
dark, but I get the feeling that if old Ramrod, what a 
name for a pimp, ever tried acting like that in real life, 
what with threatening tatooed bikers with knives, 
kidnapping prostitutes and such, he wouldn't see the 
light of day. 

Last, and least, is Gary Swanson, as the noble-Vice 
Squad-officer-type. 

Finally, we come to direction. The One statement 
that keeps running through my headat this junction is 
that, if good direction can’t save a badly scripted film, 
bad direction doesn’t seem to do much for it either. 

As I might have mentioned before, Gary A. 
Sherman's direction was the most unimaginative I’ve 
seen in years. His one positive point comes from the 
fact that he never tried to subject movie-goers to yet 
another let’s-watch-them-die-in-slow-motion scene. 
He did, however, force us to watch the graphic torture 
of a freaked out hooker by our man Ramrod. 

Basically, the main problem with Vice Squad is 
that the film has no purpose, no unifying idea or 
emotion. Either it’s stupidly melodramatic or it’s 
repulsively gory. Either way, from one minute to the 
next, I found it very hard to care what happened to

| remember where I was. 
I was sitting in my teacher’s office, on the 


. phone, finishing up the final touches for this 


week’s el Don. The news came over the 
radio just as I hung up the receiver. 

John Belushi was dead. 

“Wow.” That was all that could come 
from my lips. The news was about as 
unexpected as a snowfall in an Arizona 
summer. 

“Big deal,” | heard my friend say. 

Big deal, indeed. 

There are some out there, probably more 
than I'd like to hear, echoing the same things 
that my friend did that same day even now. 
Perhaps Belushi was a man of no talent. But 
that’s to people who really don’t know what 
talent truly is. Those are probably the people 
who have never been up on stage in front of 
hungry people, eyes riveted on your lone 
person, waiting for the first thing to criticize. 

But I have. So therefore, | write for him. 

Some people considered him a genius. In 
some respects, he was. The creation of the 
Blues Brothers has to be one of the most 
ingenious creations in comedy. Imagine, two 
whites breaking the moral and racial bond of 
an earlier generation, and then presenting 


that to a generation of people who can 
: barely remember it... or others who don't 
want to. 


Belushi did it. And he pulled it off. 

Probably the most critica: point of 
Belushis career came with the very first 
Saturday Night Live show. In the opening 


skit, Belushi and then Prime Time Player 
Michael O’Donughue_ presented the 
icebreaking skit for SNL’s original late night 
format: 

O’Donughue: Let us begin with the 
readings for today. Repeat after me. I would 
likes an 

Belushi: (in a heavy Russian accent) | 
would like .. . 

O'’Donughue: ... to feed... 

Belushi: ... to feed... 

O’Donughue: .. . .your fingertips . . . 


Belushi: .. . your fingertips . . . 
O’Donughue: . . . to the wolverines. 
Belushi: .. . to the wolverines. 


And on the skit went, talking about the 
man in the book being out of badgers, would 
they accept a wolverine in its place. 

The critics considered the skit quite 
childish and gross. They thought it was a 
cheap way to get a laugh. But the cheap way 
turned out to be the best way, as SNL ran for 
five years, under producer Lorne Michaels. 

People considered Belushi nothing but a 
comedian, and a typical role actor. Many 
forget the serious movies he made. People 
tend to forget Goin’ South with Jack 
Nicholson. People don’t remember Old 
Boyfriends with Talia Shire. 

When Belushi tried to come out of his fat 
slob role, no one gave hima break. Instead, 
he will be remembered as Bluto in Animal 
House, or the crazed pilot, Wild Bill Kelso in 
1941, always the fat bum who was just a little 
berzerk. 

But that was John Belushi.

Bryant leads SAC into SCC

What do you call a guy who is batting .417, has 13 
RBI’s in 11 games and five stolen bases in five 
attempts? Phenomenal, that’s what you call him! 

And that phenomenon is John Bryant, leftfielder 
for Santa Ana College. 

Bryant is probably the best overall player for the 
Dons. So far this season he has had three doubles, 
two triples, and three home runs. He has an on base 
percentage of .547, which means that he gets on base 
at least once every two times at bat. That’s 
phenomenal! 

Last year he led Santa Ana in at bats, runs scored, 
hits and base on balls. He won the Tim “Boomer” 
McConnon Memorial Award while a freshman, and 
was All-CIF while at El Toro High School. 

He has been drafted every year since high 
school, by the Mets in 1979, the Astros in the winter 
draft of 1981, by the Phillies in the spring draft of 1981 
and by the Twins last January, being picked in the 
second round. That’s phenomenal! 

Now he is playing leftfield, but last year he also 
played second base, and, according to his coach, Don 
Sneddon, he can play any other infield or outfield 
position. “What makes him more valuable is his 
flexibility on where ‘he can play,” says Sneddon. 

He can bat lead off, because he can run. Or he can 
bat fourth, because he has power. He has a good arm 

.and he’s tough. He can run into the fence while 
making a catch and.still hang on to the ball. He’s been 
hit by pitches, and has bowled over catchers trying to 


score. He does just about everything that is asked of 
him, and more. 

The first time Sneddon saw Bryant play he was 
impressed. That was in the All-Star game at Santa 
Ana Bowl. “We knew his name, but that’s about all we 
knew about him,” he recalls, “but by the end of the 
game we knew quite a lot about him. He was all over 
the field, leaping up in the air, catching the ball.” 

He is a naturally gifted athlete, but he doesn’t 
depend on just his talent. “He is one of the hardest 
working individuals I have ever been associated with,” 
said Sneddon. “He always wants to hit. He comes 
down on weekends when we are not playing and hits. 
He works extremely hard.” 

“He’s the team leader. When he does well, we do 
well.” 

And talk about phenomenal! What about the Dons’ 
8-2-1 pre-conference record? SAC has nine players 
returning to the lineup from last year’s squad. All 
these players know what has to be done to be 
successful. And they are backed up bya good group 
of freshmen that want to work hard and play hard, 
according to Sneddon. “It’s not very difficult for me to 
motivate them as a group. We have the pitching 
potential and the hitting potential. It’s just a matter of 
getting it all together.” : 

And what about conference play that. starts 
tomorrow at noon, here, against San Diego Mesa? 

“We are all excited about its stated Sneddon. “Our 
pre-season is geared for one thing, and that is to get us 
ready for the conference. The way we are scheduled, 
the way we compete in these games, the way we 
practice, are all designed to help us do better in the 
conference.”

Fielding a team with only one player from 
last year’s squad, men’s volleyball should be 
the sport to watch this spring as they shoot 
for a chance at the conference crown. 

After a strong showing at last Saturday’s 
day-long tournament here, SAC looks like a 
contender, if not a young champion. Earning 
a quarter-finals spot by finishing among the 
top six in play that afternoon, the Dons drew 
Golden West for the first round of 
eliminations.

In his first year here after putting together 
championship teams at Estancia High 
School, Covington has a highly qualified 


assistant in Jim Feicht, last year’s team 
captain, now attending Cal State Long 
Beach. 

Comparing this season’s squad with last 
year’s, Feicht explains, “Lack of experience 
is our only problem. We got off to a good 
start this season, hit a little slump, came up, 
then went down again. Now we’re up again. 
The team is really coming together now. 

“I don’t see any reason why we can’t take 
league,” Feicht continued. “We can beat 
Orange Coast.” The other team to watch 
out for in the South Coast Conference, the 
assistant coach explained, is Grossmont, 
described by him as “primarily a power 
team.” 

The Dons may lack experience, but there 
is no shortage of talent. The whole team is 
comprised of good setters, with sophomore 
Doug Grimes heading that department. 
Everybody is a capable hitter with quality 
setting backing up that cause. 

Specializing shows up in Mike Ferrell for 
passing, Todd Jensen as a middle blocker, 
and Craig Moothart for sizzling spikes, while 
Paul Ireland comes through as a top-notch 
all-round player. 

Since the SCC may be the toughest 
conference around, Feicht predicts that 
“the team that wins the SCC should be in 
the state finals.”
